The speed of the advance, vir- 
tually uncontesled along a 150-mile 
arc at the Somme and approach- 
ing the Meuse river, indicated that 
the Germans had given up the last 
pretense, of a rearguard stand and 
were in open flight through Bel- 
glum back to the imperiled home- 
land.

.WORD TROUBLE 


When this unpleasant war 


It over, and there are small- 
er things to argue about, one 
matter which may gain at 
tention again is the pronun- 
ciation of words in the Eng- 
lish language. The French 
people have long 
had 
an 


"academy" which 
handles 


such disputable matters, and 
the English people get along 
pretty well on the rather 
reasonable assumption thai 
it's 
their 
language, 
and 


whatever educated English- 
men say is right. But we Am- 
ericans often get muddled, 
in spite of our schoolbooks 
and lexicons. 


A contributor to a current 


newspaper column wants to 
know whether "all the ram- 
parts of pronounciation arc 
getting washed away in this 
\var." He quoted, as a ter- 
rible example, though com- 
ing from the President at 
jWashingrton — a 
cultured 


man — the 
pronunciation 


"ap-PLIC-ab!e" with 
the 


second 
syllable 
accented, 


and from the news broad- 
caster Leland Stowe, no less 
cultured, the 
word 
"for- 


MID-able" instead of "FOR- 
midable." And nearly all 
radio speakers, he continues, 
use the horrid and unjustifi- 
able pronunciation, "EE-fec- 
tive" in stead of the natural 
and correct "ef-FECT-ive." 


Well, an occasional error 


of this kind is no great mat- 
ter. But it is worth while for 
educated men to make a 
greater effort than they us- 
ually do, to keep their lan- 
guage clean and straight. It 
is almost as bad to muss up 
the language on which we 
depend for communication 
as to muss up figures in 
arithmetic. _ 


DIVIDING^GERMANY 


Most of the suggestions 


for the treatment of Ger- 
many after the war have 
come from outsiders not per- 
sonally affected 
by 
Nazi 


cruelty. 
It 
is refreshing 


therefore to come across a 
post-war plan by some peo- 
ple with first-hand know- 
ledge of Nazism. This is 
"How to End the German 
Menace," a new book by 
five un-named Hollanders. 


They put a good deal of 


faith in partition, with an 
interesting 
variation 
on 


schemes already suggested. 
They would put northwest- 
ern Germany in a state by 
itself, 
including 
Hanover, 


Oldenburg, Bremen, Schles- 
wig-Holstein and Mecklen- 
burg. This comes close to 
reviving the old Hanseatic 
Lnague.

an emergency measure.

he wou.'l recommend the bill to the 
legislature as soon as it convened 
in January. 


Sen. Mo>-il.« said he hoped this 


action hy the Governors and 
the

al aid school teachers to renew con- 
tracts for the coming year, as well 
as attract new teachers. 


The bi'.l provides for a salary in- 


crease in accredited schools from 
$900 to S1.200 per year, and in un-

retroactive the entire raise 
will

months ( f the 1044-45 school year.
